CIRCULAR LETTER. 


To THE ELDERS AND MESSENGERS OF THE SCIOTO PREDESTINARIAN 
BAPTIST ASSOCIATION, SENDETH CHRISTIAN SALUTATION, GREETING: 


DEARLY BELOVED :—In as much as it is a time-honored custom among 
us to have a circular letter to accompany our minutes, we know no reason 
why we should discontinue the practice ; though there have been soriie very 
unpleasant things grew out of circular letters among us as Baptists, owing 
to a departure from the intention of a circular letter when first introduced 
among the Baptists. The history of tle Baptists show that a circular. letter 
was only intended to be an epistle of love and good works to the brethren ; 
but the introduction of long, doctrinal circulars have made trouble among 
Baptists. But our intention in this is to adhere to the old land marks, and 
simply introduce an epistle of love; quoting from Paul to the Hebrews : 
‘‘Let brotherly love continue.’’ The best way to let brotherly love con- 
tinue is to watch carefully, and do nothing to hinder it; for it is a principle 
embodied in the Christian religion by its divine author that will continue, 
if all will be careful to do nothing to hinder it. Let us consider the great 
necessity of laboring and striving for peace among ourselves; pray with 
and for one another, strictly adhering to the admonition of Paul to the 
Ephesians: ‘‘’To endeavor to keep the unity of the spirit in the bond of 
peace.’? For there are many, lo! heres, lo! theres; but, dear brethren, let 
us not go after them, but take the word of the Lord as the man of our 
counsel, endeavoring to learn what God has commanded of us, putting the 
most simple interpretation on the thing God has commanded of us. For it 
is the right of our King to command, and ours to obey; and He has 
commanded us to love one another ; and ‘“‘love is the fulfilling of the law.’’ 
And to be born of God, is to be born of love. And, O! dear brethren, the 
great necessity of our continuing in that love. And whenever we come 
together as an Association, or as a Church, let us come together in love and 
fellowship ; and in the language of the Apostle, ‘‘esteem others.better than 
ourselves,’’ ‘‘and so fulfill the law of Christ.’’ For, undoubtedly, other 
than that would be to violate the law of Christ ; and, if violaters, we wil} 
have to suffer the penalty as such; for the penalty is sure to be inflicted, 
and we will have to suffer its consequences. And, dear brethren, in order 
to do this, we must expect to mortify our old nature many times. 

But let us consider the language of that beloved disciple, that leaned 
upon the bosom of Jesus, when he said, “‘ Little children, love one another ; 
for love is of God.’’ He that is born of God, loves God. ‘‘ And if -ye love 
him that begat, ye must also love him that is begotten of him.’’ In the 
language of Paul, ‘‘Be kind one to another, tender hearted, forgiving one 
another, even as God for Christ’s sake has forgiven you.’’ Dear brethren, 
if we do this we will have no trouble wrangling and disputing among 
ourselves. Upon this subject volumes might be written; we deem it 
inexpedient. Let us endeavor to reduce what is written to practice, and 
may the God of all grace help us so todo. Farewell.

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RULES OF DECORUM. 


1. After the introductory sermon, the moderator shall cause the letters 
from the several churches to be read and handed to the clerk, who shall 
enroll the names of the messengers bearing the letters. 

2. Upon the meeting of the council at the place of business, after praise 
and prayer, the clerk shall call the roll of messengers, after which the 
-council shall become organized by choosing a moderator and clerk by 
ballot. 

3. The council being thus organized, the moderator shall invite all 
ministers, who are in good standing at home, to seats in council with us. 

4. It shall be the duty of the moderater to preserve order, and to put all 
motions that receive a second, and undergo a free investigation that come 
before the council, except withdrawn by the mover and by the consent of 
the second ; and in case of tie the moderator shall give the casting vote. 

5. It shall be the duty of the moderator to appoint a committee of three 
to inspect circulars ; the writer included if present. 

6. It shall be the duty of the moderator to appoint a committee of three 
to receive and distribute the funds, and to report the same at the next day’s 
session. 

7. The moderator shall appoint a conrmittee of two, who shall obtain the 
postoffice addresses of the ministers present, and report the same with the 
texts preached from the stand during the Association, to the clerk. 

8. The moderator shall appoint a committee of two to receive requests 
for visitation meetings, and report the same to the clerk. 

g. It shall be the duty of the clerk to keep a correct record of the busi- 
ness transacted by the Association, attend to the printing and distribution 
of the minutes, and shall receive five dollars for his service. 

to. It shall be the duty of the moderator to appoint one member from 
each church in the Association to arrange the preaching at the stand. 

11. Any member making a motion or speaking to one already made, shall 
arise from his seat and address the moderator, and shall not be interrupted, 
unless he depart from the subject matter under consideration, when he shall 
be called to order by the moderator, or any other member. 
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12. If any church shall fail to attend, by letter or messenger, for three 
successive years, a committee of two shall be appointed to visit her and 
ascertain the reason of her failing to represent, and shall report at the next 
annual session. 

13. Any church making’ application for membership in this body, shall 
produce satisfactory testimonials of her faith and practice, and must receive 
the full vote of the members present. 

14. Every church shall be entitled to three messengers, who shall each 
be entitled to a vote. 

15. Any brother while speaking shall not cast any censorious reflections 
upon any brother, who may have spoken before him; and whosoever 
violates this rule shall be reproved by the moderator. 

16. When any church becomes disorderly in faith or practice, and per- 
sists in her course, shall be dropped from our body by a majority of the 
members present. 

17. These rules shall not be altered, except by a concurrence of two- 
thirds of the members present, but in all cases not herein provided for, a 
majority shall rule. 

18. The title of ourschurches shall be The Primitive Baptist Church of 
Jusus Christ.
